Storm Increases 
DuriVig the Night. 


The' storm struck the city first on 


Sunday, lint through the night its ye- 
ocity Increased until the full force 
ol the raging wind and the terrific 
tropical rain was driving across the 
larbor Monday. 


At noon Monday the 3torm had ap- 


jarently reached a climax. It was a 
much more severe hurricane than that 
of ISOfi when many were killed: The 
roof of the customs house was car- 
ried away, and all the public stores 
on the harbor front were flooded. 


Streets Choked by Debris. 


The streets of the city, were already 


filled with a great mass of debris 
rom the storm of last week, and 
much more piled up Monday. Many 
buildings were unroofed and wires 
were torn down, trees up-rooted and 
structures toppled ovter. 
Hundreds 


of thousands of dollars' worth of 
merchandise has been carred away. 
Great waves were swept over the cus- 
toms sheds, carrying away much prop- 
erty stored there. 


The harbor front was strewn 'With 


wreckage, ands judging from the for- 
lorn aspect, the loss of life from tbe 
second storm will be heavier, at least 
u this city, than from ttie first. Com- 
munication was practically f cut 
off 


!rom the interior, and it 
was not 


mown how much damage had been 
done In the provincial country. 


The National observatory, after a 


study of the atmospheric conditions, 
reported early Monday that the storm 
would gather in fury and that as it 
swept away from Cuba it would be- 
come more and more a menace to life 
and property. It was said at the Na- 
tional observatory that it would last 
for at least twenty hours. The coal 
hoists of the Havana coat company 
at Casablanca across the harbor, were 
blown down. 


City Full of Refugees. 


Casablanca is flooded and hundreds 


of refugees from this- and other sub- 
urbs trooped into the city today. All 
reported heavy damage in surbprban 
points from the high wind and tidal 
waves which were swept by the wind 
out of the harbor. 


,So high were the waves and so 


dense tlhe clouds of spume that it 
was impossible to soe what was tak- 
ing place In fie 
hartoor. 
Several 


ships have disappeared. 


A United States dicdge v/'hicli was

The interstate commerce Commis- 


sion has made public the established 
uniform standards for the equipment 
of freight cars with safety appliances. 
The order is based on a law enacted 
by Congress at the last session and 
Is the result of a long-continued agi- 
tation for uniformity in the equip- 
ment. A statement, of tbe Commission 
explains- the order as follows: 


The order does not make any radi- 


cal change in the equipment; its main 
purpose and Intent Is to require that 
all clashes of freight cars stall be 
equipped alike in all parts of the 
country^ 'as s,uoh uniformity is regard 
ed as hig-bly conducive of the safe- 
ty of employees. 


All the applicances covered by th-a 


Commission's order ar« now used' on 
cars, with the exception that two ad- 
ditonal ladders are required 'on cer- 
tain classes of cars and two addition- 
al sill steps are required on all cars 


In the past 'the appliances placed 


upon cars for the safety'of tine men 
have been covered' by rules made by 
the Master Car Builders' Association. 
T.hose rules have not been binding up- 
on the railroads and have not been 
lived up to, the consequence being 
that each railroad has followed Its 
own ideas in the application Of these 
'safety devices and it has been impos 
slble to secure the desired unlforml 
ty. The change which will be brought 
about by the new order will compel 
all cars to be equipped alike and 
the Commission can enforce tbe de«ir- 
ed uniformity. 


It is not expected that compliance 


with the order will cause any undue 
expense to tbe railroads, as the order 
applies entirely to new equipment and 
is immediately effective only with re 
spct to new cars'. The device covered 
by the order can be placed upon new 
cars in, the manner required by law 
just as cheaply as they couldi have 
been applied under the old haphazard 
method. The change to equipment of 
cars now in service so as 
-to 
bring 


them up to the requirements of .the 
Commission's order, will be made grad- 
ually. 
As the oars go through the 


shops for general repairs they will 
be changed so as to conform to the 
new equipment. It is expected1 that 
this part of the subject will' be dealt 
with by the Commission in a future 
order, a sufficient extension of time 
being granted the railroads to bring 
ol dequipment up to the uniform stan- 
dards without undue expense. 


It Is estimated that it will ultimate 


ly cost the railroads ?BO,000,000 to 
comply with the terms of the law un- 
der which the 
Commission's 
order 


was Issued.
